Maytag Takes Both Premier 


HIS year’s Iowa’s State Fair, coming the same week 
Ts Minnesota, Ohio, New York and the C. N. E., 

proved to be an all-Iowa Holstein show, probably 
the smallest in Holstein numbers for many years at 
Des Moines but with good tops in every class and in 
many classes with quality well down the line. Maytag 
won both premier honors, with 11 firsts, eight seconds, 
three thirds and all championships except junior female. 
Others winning first prizes were Paper (2) and Stewart, 
Sunnybank, Maplecrest and Finster with one each. Paper 
also scored with a purple on his fine junior yearling 
heifer. Fraseur Farm, the Warren sisters and Henry 
County Home also had a good list of winnings in class 
after class and nine other smaller exhibitors, including 
4-H boys, took a share of the money. Joe Eves judged 
and did his usual fine job. 


The Bulls 

Bull classes here were light but with good tops. 
Just two aged bulls, Romeo Posch Ormsby taking the 
blue for Maytag over Fraseur’s son of Man-O-War Pro- 
gessor. Sunnybank (Don Mitchell) had the only three- 
year-old bull, Sunnybank Diamond. Two Maytag bulls 
fought it out for the two-year-old decision, with Man-O- 
War Oracle Posch winning over Sir Bess Ormsby Dean, 
the latter a bull of enormous depth and scale, who appar- 
ently has been growing so fast that he shows a bit awk- 
ward and sloppy. Should turn out to be a great aged 
bull later as befits his royal blood lines. Paper had 
the third bull in the class. 


In the senior yearling class Maytag again scored 
one-two, with Tilfa Man-O-War, last year’s All-Ameri- 
can calf, chalking up his second big time blue of the 
season. Paper won the junior yearling class with a son 
of “Monarch,” Sunnybank taking second. 


The top three bull calves all carried the Maytag 
colors, with Maytag Ormsby Fobes, a Dictator son out 
of the twice All-American Maudlene, winning the blue 
and a few minutes later the junior champion purple. 
Two-year-old Oracle was senior and grand, with the 
decision reasonably close among all three of the senior 
blue ribbon winners. 

The Females 
The aged cow class was small, only 11 head, but 
with good ones way down the line. Maytag had four 
entries here, winning first, third, fifth and eighth. Beech- 
wood Ormsby Pietertje Ada, the darker (or should I 
say less white?) member of the twice All-American 
Produce going to the top and her sister, Beechwood 
Ormsby Pietertje Molly, in fifth. Paper’s good white 
cow that stood up among the leaders at Springfield the 
week before, was second here and Colette Mila Fobes, 
the older member of Maytag’s Mila Produce was third. 
Paul Stewart had two daughters of Portage Ormsby 
Skylark in fourth and sixth places and three more Paper 
‘ows, with Maytag’s Edith Ormsby Skylark Fobes, com- 
pleted the money line. Just out of the money was one 
of the greatest bodied cows in the show, Fraseur’s old 
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Unior gj junior champion at Illinois. A Maytag

grand champion of former years, Aaggie Marjoram 
Aaltje. At her advanced age her udder appears un- 
sound and Joe had to leave her out of the money. 

The four-year-old class was if anything better than 
the aged cows. Again Maytag won, this time with 
Sprucefront Dictator Thorn, last year’s All-American 
three-year-old. Milking since February and not yet in 
show condition, her body, udder and veining are as 
impressive as ever. Pandora Tritomia Ormsby Fobes, 
owned by Harry Piffer, Jr., has made remarkable devel- 
opment since this well known 4-H boy first brought her 
out as a sensational junior heifer, and she was a rather 
close second to Sprucefront. Next to her, much smaller 
but all dairy and with a grand udder was the other 
member of Maytag’s Mila Produce and just below her in 
fourth was one of the Sir Bess 73d daughters from May- 
tag. Paul Stewart had a good pair in fifth and sixth. 


Many thought the three-year-old class the best of 
the show. In any event, it brought out the grand cham- 
pion and her win in class was no soft touch. It was 
another battle of the Stewarts, with Bob showing Hope 
View Ionia Posch for Maytag and Mike showing Mamsell 
Skylark Ormsby for the home farm. The latter was 
good enough so that Joe called her out first and switched 
them only after close study. A strong pair, the Maytag 
heifer a bit better behind and the Stewart entry having 
the edge on top and in front. Quite evenly matched 
as to mammary development, they made a great first 
and second for a strong class. The winner is a daughter 
of Posch Ormsby Fobes 11th and another good daughter 
of the same sire, shown by Roy Finster, made a good 
third. Martha Warren had a nice daughter of Forum 
Factor in fourth and Sunnybank daughters of Forum 
Formula were fifth and eighth. Henry County Home 
had two of their Tritomias just in the money. 

Maytag took the two-year-old class with Henry 
County Home second and Finster third on another POF 
1ith daughter. 

Paul Stewart got his only blue on the senior yearling 
daughter of Sir Pride Superba, a real “little cow” al- 
ready making up quite an udder. Maytag was second 
with a Concentrate daughter and again Finster had a 
POF 11th daughter third, making three third prize rib- 
bons for him on daughters of this sire. 

The Paper junior yearling repeated her Springfield 
win of both blue and purple, with Maytag second and 
Martha Warren third. 

A. C. Gingrich, owner of Maplecrest Farms, had a 
big, growthy, white, perfectly formed calf at the head 
of the line in the calf class, with Maytag’s Dean daugh- 
ters taking second and ninth, Stewart in third and Paper 
and Sunnybank each with two calves in the money. 

The Groups 

The class of eight Dairy Herds brough out 32 cows 
that reflect great credit on the state of Iowa but it was 
a foregone conclusion that Maytag would win first and

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Canada On Parade 


300 of Canada’s Finest Holsteins 


ITH many of Canada’s fairs and exhibitions can- 
Weetiea this year on account of the war, the Canadian 

National Exhibition kept its record good by stag- 
ing its 62d consecutive annual exhibition without a break, 
and made good its reputation as the greatest annual 
fair in North America. Attendance was down some- 
what, as expected, but still was staging a succession of 
days above the 70,000 mark. There were 3000 Air 
Force boys in training on the grounds, occupying a part 
of the quarters ordinarily used for the live stock show— 
but the exhibitors very cheerfully adjusted themselves 
to the slight inconvenience involved. 

The Holstein show was far ahead of all other breeds 
in numbers, with exactly 300 head checked through the 
open classes from 50 exhibitors of which 47 were from 
Ontario, one from Alberta, one from New Brunswick 
and one from Nova Scotia. No one exhibitor ran away 
with the show, 12 of them succeeding in taking the 
coveted red (first prize). M. L. McCarthy’s Lonsdale 
herd, entirely home-bred, accounted for firsts in eight 
classes, including both junior championships, to lead 
in this department. Jack Houck’s Houckholme herd 
had four firsts; Hays & Co., J. J. E. McCague, Red Ball 
Farm and Geo. C. Bell, two each, and one each to George 
M. Wood, D. S. Dunton, T. O. Dolson, Eaton Hall Farm, 
J. W. Innes and T. J. Leslie. Grand championship for 
males went to that well known campaigner, Rooker 
Francy The Great, owned by Red Ball Farm, Middle 
Sackville, N. S., and the female grand championship to 
Doug Dunton’s great dry cow, Glen Grove Segis. She 
will be calving at mid-October and may be a contender 
at the National Dairy Show. To J. J. E. McCague, Al- 
liston, Ont., went the honor of Premier Breeder, Mc- 
Carthy and Hays being close contenders. For Premier 
Exhibitor, according to the world’s unofficial count, Mc- 
Carthy was the winner by nearly a $100 margin, with 
McCague and Hays only $4.00 apart for runner-up 
position. 

Space limitations this week prevent detailed com- 
ment on all of the classes, but the following high lights 
were especially noted. 


McCarthy’s twice All-American Lonsdale Ne Plus Sir 
Model is not being shown this year, but he made his 
presence felt with seven first prizes and both junior 
championships for his offspring. These young cham- 
pions are very outstanding in style and finish. The 
senior calf, Lonsdale Ne Plus Sir Model 7th, who has 
been sold to Milton Downey, Inglewood, Ont., is of just 
the same flashy stamp as his sire was at the same age, 
and the senior yearling heifer, Lonsdale Model Veeman, 
has the style, top, middle and udder promise that made 
her a very popular winner. Other winners included a 
dry two-year-old heifer, his oldest, first prize junior 
heifer calf and first junior get, junior progeny and junior 
herd. The junior get was made up of the two junior 
champions and the first prize junior heifer calf. With 
the first prize dry 2-year-old added, they placed second 
in the senior get of sire competition. 


The bull championships were interesting, with Rooker 
Francy The Great, aged bull winner, finally getting the 
nod over Strathmore Sir Heilo Koba, last year’s Reserve 
All-American 2-year-old, now carrying the colors of 
Jack Houck. The stronger loin and rather better legs 
of the Rooker bull turned the decision in his favor in 
what was conceded to be a very close fit. They are a 
worthy pair for champion and reserve. Last year’s aged 
winner, Illehee Model Palmyra, stood second in class 
for Fraser. Houck’s reserve champion paired with the 
second prize 2-year-old bull to win the Progeny of Dam 
class very handily. 


George M. Wood, Troy, Ont., went to the top of the 
2-year-old class with Hays Noonhour, a bull of Hays 
breeding. T. O. Dolson and Hays & Company entries 
had a close battle in the junior yearling class, the Hays’ 
entry, Hays Six-O-Six taking his first beating of the year. 
The latter was better at. both ends, but the Dolson entry, 
a grandson of the noted winner, Cornucopia Lad Posch, 
was a bull of unusual body and substance, and went 
through to Reserve Junior Championship under the

rather sensational McCarthy senior calf. The Dolson 
entry was first prize junior bull calf last year. Hays 
topped a good class of junior calves with a son of Hays 
Alamoda, a former star of their show strings. 


Red Ball Farm won the senior yearling class with a 
son of their grand champion bull. 


Among the females, D. S. Dunton, Brampton, had a 
popular champion in Glen Grove Segis. Showing bone- 
dry, about six weeks off, she nevertheless left no doubt 
about the merit of her udder, and is a large strong, 
well balanced cow. She could perhaps do with a little 
more dairy character, and will undoubtedly display it 
when she gets into production. Jack McCague won the 
milking section of the aged cows with Prize T. Pabst 
Meg Posch, a daughter of Montvic Pabst Rag Apple 
reserve grand here last year but now showing a little 
stale after 11 months in milk. Another McCague entry, 
Grace PMP Colantha, a daughter of Pietertje Kerk Col- 
anthus, headed the dry 3-year-old on her splendid udder 
and character and was reserve grand champion. 


Jack Houck’s winning dry 3-year-old of last year, 
Eva Toitilla Ladoga, repeated in the dry 4-year-old class. 
The 5th and 6th prize dry 3-year-olds of last year, owned 
by George Bell and Harold James respectively, moved 
up to first and second place in the milking 4-year-old 
section, a splendid pair of young cows. In the 2-year- 
old section, J. W. Innes won the milking division with 
lovely black CV Darkness Walker, who placed second 
last year to All-American Aaggie Pluto Segis. The classes 
from the dry two-year-olds down were rather dominated 
by McCarthy on the get of Lonsdale Ne Plus Sir Model, 
as previously mentioned. Eaton Hall, however, broke 
through in the senior calf class with a lovely white 
daughter of Eaton Hall Chieftain, and Hays in a rather 
ordinary class of junior yearlings with a daughter of 
Hays Aristocracy. The Hays second prize senior year- 
ling was made reserve junior champion under McCarthy's 
great Model Veeman winner. 


Hays & Company won the Hogg Trophy for three 
best udders and Peel County won first in a very fine 
entry of eight county herds. 


Tom Dent did his usual efficient and expeditious job 
of judging the show.

at the Ohio State Fair on August 29, with 221 open- 

class entries parading before the critical eye of 
Judge Paul Misner. Conflicting dates with the show at 
Syracuse may have been responsible for the drop here 
in numbers of about 40 head from the previous year, 
but the usual good showing of Ohio Holsteins drew a 
large and enthusiastic ringside that applauded heartily 
the decision that made the Ohio-bred-and-exhibited Man- 
0-War Ormsby Posch 15th, three-year-old herd sire at 
Derrerfield Farm, Camp Chase, O., senior and grand 
champion of the show, the first time an Ohio-owned ani- 
mal has won this honor in many a year. Twenty-six 
Ohio exhibitors salvaged one first and championship, five 
seconds, four thirds, and eight fourths, the bulk of the 
remainder going to eight exhibitors from six other states. 

Pabst Farms was the premier money winner of the 
show, with awards that included the female junior cham- 
pionship and 17 ribbons, five of them blues and four reds. 
Hill-Man Farms, Rockford, Ill., won the other junior 
championship together with a total of 16 money awards 
including three firsts and three seconds. Wimbledon 
Farms, Annapolis, Md., accounted for a total of 21 
awards with two blues, three reds and six whites. Bot- 
tema of Indianapolis scored wins that included the senior 
and grand champion cow and another blue ribbon win- 
ner. The Michigan Institutions accounted for two blues, 
Landis of Pennsylvania, one, and Logan of Illinois, one. 


The Bulls 

The exciting climax of the show occurred in the 
aged bull class and in the subsequent selection of cham- 
pions. In the class of 9 aged bulls, two stood out above 
the others, short-coupled, smooth Sir Model Bess Burke, 
the Hill-Man entry; and long bodied General Mooie 
Homestead, Mr. Wm. Landis’ entry. ‘‘Burke,”’ the ideal 
show bull of a few years ago, lost the decision to ‘‘Gen- 
eral,” the “dairy sire’ type that has found favor in the 
show rings during the past few years, in spite of his 
better legs, neater shoulder and smoother appearance. 
It was a meeting of two distinct types, and the more 
dairy-like bull was the winner. 

The winning three-year-old was the Derrerfield herd 
sire, Man-O-War Ormsby Posch 15th, bred by the Dellin- 
ger Brothers at Plain City, O., a smooth, sharp shoul- 
dered, extremely well balanced bull, with DAIRY written 
Plainly all over him. He’s smaller than some, and he 
could be wider at the pins. The crowd applauded Mr. 
Misner’s decision that made him Senior Champion over 
the loosely coupled nine-year-old Landis aged bull, and 
of course his more mature development gave him a good 
advantage over the dairy-like Hill-Man Farms Junior 
Champion bull calf. The championship classes, both 
male and female, were striking examples of Paul Mis- 


ter’s insistence on dairy quality and a minimum amount 
of excess flesh.

A strong, straight, deep bodied junior yearling shown 
by Hill-Man topped the junior yearling class, crowded 
closely by the 4-H heifer of Sophie Snider, Outville, O., 
and a young Emperor daughter from Wimbledon that 
placed third. The winning heifer calf, shown by Hill- 
Man Farms, with an almost six months age advantage, 
beat the classy young entry of 4-H Clubber Walter M. 
Burns, Jr., of Plain City, O., Wimbledon again third 
with a young Emperor daughter. 

The Groups 

Carnation Sensation, sire of many winning gets for 
Pabst Farms, came through again with another winning 
group, the Wimbledon Emperors an extremely close 
second (rating better on the strength of open class win- 
nings), and a Man-O-War Ormsby Posch quartet from 
the Dellinger herd in third place.

N an all-Minnesota show except for the exhibit of the 
Wisconsin State Institutions, F. W. Griswold’s Franlo 
herd continued its winning campaign, taking both 

Grand Championships and one Junior, and losing but 
two blues in the classes where they had _ entries. 
Their senior sire, King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby 14th, 
owned jointly with C. C. DeCoster, was an outstanding 
Grand Champion, and his two sons won the junior year- 
ling and calf classes and Junior Male Championship. 
Montvic Bonheur Black Beauty, Franlo’s three-year-old 
Pathfinder daughter, was Grand Champion, as at Wis- 
consin. Mr. Griswold and Manager Henry Bartel received 
many congratulations on the quality they have brought 
together for their foundation herd. 


Highpath Farm, owned by Mr. and Mrs. Dan Bull 
at Excelsior, won the Get of Sire class with a young 
group of their own breeding by their Carnation Adminis- 
trator bull, the Get including the first prize senior year- 
ling bull and first prize heifer calf. Wisconsin captured 
the two-year-old bull and senior yearling heifer classes, 
the Young Herd, and the Junior Championship on their 
heifer. About two dozen other Minnesota exhibitors, 
including several club boys and girls, helped make it a 
real show. Prof. C. S. (Dusty) Rhode judged, and as 
always, knew what he wanted and found it with a mini- 
mum of fussing around. With smallish classes—only 
116 head in the show—and a short lead-in, he finished 
the entire job by mid-afternoon, and without neglecting 
his down-the-line animals. 


The Bulls 

King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby 14th made an out- 
standing top for what was just a little bit the best aged 
bull class I have seen thus far this year. Harvey Swartz 
has old 14th in the pink of condition, not over fat but 
with the bloom he lacked last year, and he would be 
hard to beat in any competition. Sons of Man-O-War 
Progressor placed second, fifth and sixth. Hays’ De Kol 
Wayne, owned by A. L. Kiester, was in third place and 
with a little less covering would have looked all right 
at second. Carnation Administrator, the Highpath bull, 
stood fourth, a great breeding bull as indicated by his 
good calves and yearlings in the show. 

Wisconsin won the small two-year-old class and High- 
path had first and third senior yearlings with Wisconsin’s 
Ventnor bull between them. Franlo’s junior yearling 
son of K. B. K. O. 14th was as impressive here as he 
was at Milwaukee and their Strathmore bull took second 
over a Gilkey-bred son of King Bessie Gypsie owned 
by George Quist. Another 14th son won the calf class

olds were fifth and eighth but reversed from the Yapp 
placings at Milwaukee, old Brauch Pegotty, getting 
righted around from her freshening with twin calves at 
Milwaukee, was seventh, and last year’s All-American 
aged cow, Pleasant Korndyke, down in tenth. She wag 
not, of course, in the bloom, as she was at Toronto last 
fall, but it has to be quite an aged cow class that has 
such a cow as this in tenth place without causing a riot.

the season between the fast charging show herds of 

franio and Maytag Farms and to make it a three- 
eomered battle for the top places, C. M. Bottema & Sons 
apaly led the home defense forces against the out-of- 
sateinvasion. Also helping to make the show interest- 
ing was the Alfred Paper herd from Iowa and quite a 
god list of other Indiana exhibitors, of which the more 
successful were St. Meinrads Abbey, Dick Paul, Indiana 
peformatory, Earlham Farms, Hidden Gold Dairy, Dun- 
yar & Middleton, and a group of breeders from Sum- 
nitville, sponsored by the Kraft-Phenix Cheese Corpora- 
tion, Holsteins actually exhibited totalled 131 head, 
with some excellent tops and in many classes plenty of 
good ones Way down the line. On more than one occa- 
sion, Judge C. S. Rhode had to do a bit of hair-splitting 
before arriving at his decision between first and second. 

No premier awards were announced but a little work 
with the pencil and adding machine indicates that F. W. 
Griswold’s Franlo herd from Minnesota won the most 
money in the open classes, single and group by a rather 
narrow margin over Bottema; and that in the individual 
open classes, Maytag won just a few more dollars on 
animals of their own breeding than did Bottema.

The Females 

Few greater aged cow classes have ever been seen 
in any ring. The Bottema cow, Princess Matador Walker, 
with her Ohio grand championship under her belt, went 
to the head of the class, with her twin sister in sixth 
place. The two great Franlo matrons placed second and 
fourth, with the good little Paper cow between them. 
Maytag’s Beechwood sisters stood fifth and seventh and 
Dick Paul’s two Serradella cows eighth and tenth.

Selective Registration of Bulls 


T the recent annual convention last June, Prof. 
A Edwards of Georgia introduced amendments to 
provide a system of selective registration of bulls 
through adjustment of the fees for registry which aimed 
to discourage the registration of low quality bulls. It 
was recognized that the subject was one of great im- 
portance to the breed and to the breeding industry, and 
also that it needed further detailed study and discussion 
before definite action should be taken. 
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‘committee: Mr. Grover G. Meyer, Basehor, Kansas, chair. 
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Accordingly, President Oosterhuis was instructeg by 
the Convention to appoint a committee of three to give 
study to a plan of selective registry of bulls and report 
at the 1941 convention. Pursuant to this resolution 
President Oosterhuis has now appointed the following 


man; and Messrs. W. S. Moscrip, Lake Elmo, Minn, and 
Owen D. Young, Van Hornesville, N. Y., with Secretary 
Norton as an ex offico member and M. 8. Prescott, of 
the World, as secretary of the committee. 


As now planned, the committee will hold its first 
meeting immediately preceding the winter meeting of 
the Board of Directors in late November or early De. 
cember. In the meantime, recognizing that this is 4 
matter which is of direct concern to every breeder who 
is raising and selling pure bred Holstein bulls for breed. 
ing purposes, the committee desires to get the ideas 
and suggestions of members bearing on this problem. 

What do the rank and file of breeders, large and 
small, feel is the proper approach to it? 

Should the registration of inferior bulls be discour- 
aged by charging higher fees for their entry in the herd 
book? 

Or should the acceptance at any fee be limited to 
bulls of proved desirable inheritance? 

If so, what should be the basis of determining the 
potential work of these young bulls? 

Should the approach be along the line of giving some 
greater recognition to young bulls of known desirable 
inheritance? 

If so, what standard of evaluation should be set up? 

Or should the whole effort be concentrated in a war 
on the ‘‘scrub’’ or “stock yards’’ sire, the education of 
dairymen generally on the importance of using better 
sires, and the development of a system of distribution 
to combat the ‘‘stock yards’’ exchange program now in 
existence on an important commercial scale? 

These are only a few angles of the subject which are 
here thrown out merely to start discussion. 

The World Round Table can be a valuable clearing 
house of ideas, which the committee will sincerely wel- 
come. We invite full discussion at this time.

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The Story of Femco 


Femco dispersing! That news, ap- 
pearing in the World last time 
brought consternation to the Hol- 
stein industry, not only in the North- 
west, where the Femco herd has for 
years been the principal source of 
supply for herd sires and foundation 
females, but all over the country 
and even in foreign countries where 
bulls of Femco breeding and their 
sons and grandsons are improving 
Holstein herds, both large and small. 
The climax in Femco popularity 
came at the Royal Brentwood last 
summer, where one Femco heifer, 
still carrying her first calf, sold for 
the record price of $2,150, and the 
consignment of three young heifers 
and a bull calf averaged $900. 


Ted Prescott’s story of his Femco 
visit, appearing in our August 17 is- 
sue, gives a brief outline of the 
founding of the herd. The late F. E. 
Murphy, through his Minneapolis 
Tribune, had long been crusading for 
balanced or diversified farming with 
pure bred livestock in the great 
wheat country of the Northwest and 
in order to practice his own preach- 
ings and set an example for his 
wheat-growing constituents, founded 
a pure bred Holstein herd on his 
farm in Minnesota’s Red River Val- 
ley, a farm that eventually expanded 
to a total of some 6,000 acres, in 
addition to the 1,000-acre game and 
turkey farm at Battle Lake. On the 
dairy farms were erected some of the 
finest dairy buildings in the country 
and the foundation for the Femco 
herd was laid. 


At the Brick Murphy (no relation 
to F. E.) Dispersal in 1925, he pur- 
chased five-year-old Pride of Sir 
Piets and a number of his daughters, 
and later developed him into one of 
the top flight proven sires of the 
breed. Old Piet was a son of Mara- 
thon Bess Burke from Wisconsin

Pride 2d, a 37th daughter who then 
was and still is American champion 
senior three-year-old with 1,062.4 
lbs. fat. 


During the next few years it so 
happened that several of the leading 
herds of the Middle West were dis- 
persed for one reason or another and 
at these sales Mr. Murphy was right 
on the job, buying for his foundation 
the highest record and richest bred 
cows he could get. Many of them 
were old cows past their productive 
usefulness but purchased mainly for 
the calves they were carrying and in 
the hope of getting one or two more 
calves from them. To get what he 
wanted it was not at all uncommon 
for Mr. Murphy to pay prices rang- 


ing from $2,500 to $6,000. These 
included old May Walker Ollie 
Homestead, then U. S. Champion 
with 1,218.6 lbs. fat, and her All- 
American daughter, May Pietertje 
Homestead Ormsby, by old 37th; 


Grahamholm Colantha Pauline Segis 
and her sister, Grahamholm Col- 
antha Segis Maid, the former then 
American Champion senior four- 
year-old with 1,141 lbs. fat and the 
latter with three records averaging 
over 33,000 lbs. milk; Wisconsin 
Pride 2d, already mentioned as the 
American Champion dam of Pride of 
Sir Piets; Mamsell Johanna, then 
World’s Champion junior four-year- 
old for milk with 31,515 lbs.; and 
many others of scarcely less note. 


By the fall of 1929 Mr. Murphy 
had at his Femco Farms the greatest 
aggregation of high record cows in 
the country and these were mated 
with Pride of Sir Piets and with two 
sons of Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 34d, 
then U. S. Champion with 1,286.2 
lbs. fat—-Governor Fobes Ormsby 


Aaggie and Count Veeman Segis 
Piebe 19th—and the Femco breeding 
program got under way.

These two sires and their sons 
took care of most of the service at 
Femco until about 1935 when two 
sons of Sir Inka May came into the 
picture. These are Femco Royal, 
out of Femco Johanna Bess Fayne, 
a Femco-bred cow that has made two 
records above 1,200 lbs. fat each; 
and Carnation Ormsby Sir Bessie, 
out of the official world’s champion, 
Carnation Ormsby Butter King, with 
1,402 lbs. fat from 38,606.6 Ibs. 
milk. About half the herd today 
consists of daughters of Royal and 
Sir Bessie, the oldest daughters of 
both sires now just completing their 
first lactations and from three-year- 
olds down to baby calves they are an 
impressive lot for type and quality, 
and square rugged strength, the 
older ones turning out some excellent 
records with high test and carrying 
exceptional udders. I doubt if I 
have ever been in a herd that can 
show over 100 better daughters of 
two herd sires than those I saw at 
my recent Femco visit. 


Mr. Murphy always believed that 
it was only simple justice to a good 
cow to give her an opportunity to 
produce all she is capable of produc- 
ing. He accordingly ran his test 
string in Class A and had his cows 
given the best of feed and care. Big 
records began to be reported from 
Femco until today they rank second 
in the entire nation, and probably in 
the entire world regardless of breed, 
for number of 1,000-lb. fat records 
made on their farms.

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The Taylors in Illinois

T was evening of October 24th, 1938, at the old sale 
| pavilion at the Dairy Cattle Congress grounds, Water- 

‘ loo, lowa. A couple of hours before one of the bright 
chapters in the history of the sale ring had been con- 
cluded; the dispersal of the G. F. Walters and Son herd, 
for a ten-year-high average of $515.00. An unusual 
number of visiting breeders remained on the grounds, 
and in the course of the evening most of them came to 
ask the questions: ‘‘Who 
is this man Taylor?’”’ and 
“Where is Hanna City, 
Ue a The reason for 
these questions was that 
in the course of the sale 
the fact was made known 
that Mr. W. W. Taylor, 
Hanna City, Illinois, was 
the owner of both Sir 
Bess Ormsby Fobes 61st 
and Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes Skylark, two of 
the three ‘‘key’”’ sires in 
the Walters herd. It so 
happened that “this man 
Taylor” had attended the 
sale, made several pur- 
chases of animals from 
the Walters herd, and re-

herd, and at the time of his death was on lease in the 
herd of Dr. W. W. Yapp. 


As the first daughters of ‘61’? freshened at Glen 
Eden it became apparent that he was an unusually effee- 
tive sire of exceptional milk flow with high-test. By the 
time his young daughters made up a major portion of 
the herd, the average in CTA had jumped to near the 
500-lb. fat figure. Finally the 500-lb. fat average was 
reached as the first of the 
“61st” daughters  ap- 
proached mature form, 
and whereas the aver- 
age of the original cows 
had been in the 3.3% 
bracket, this figure had 
risen to close to 4%, 
After several years of 
being in the top three 
herds in the state, Mr, 
Taylor realized his am- 
bition of leading all herds 
in the State of Illinois, 
with an average of 549.9 
Ibs. of fat. As this is 
written, five years of 
more than 500 Ibs. fat 
per year (521 Ibs. on 
the average) have come

Hanna City started and 
the word passed that the Taylors really had the cattle, 
the bloodlines, the high test and the udders. Besides 
finding the herd lived up to all advance notices, the visi- 
tor found the Taylors, themselves, gracious folk of fine 
pioneer stock, residing in a comfortable old stone man- 
sion (1842), a model of architecture of that day. One 
of the barns, also constructed of native sandstone, was 
completed in 1859 by Mr. Taylor’s grandfather Howarth, 
and was built as an auxiliary fortress, with rifle slits 
in the walls for giving battle to unfriendly Indian tribes 
that frequented south central Illinois in those days. 
From early pioneer days, Glen Eden Farm has always 
been a livestock breeding institution, but it remained 
for the head of the present generation, Walter W. Tay- 
lor, to achieve greater success as an animal breeder than 
any of his progentitors. 

Returning from service during the World War, Wal- 
ter Taylor chose Holsteins and set about the serious busi- 
ness of breeding and developing a herd. He joined the 
Cow Test association, and at the end of the first year 
decided that it would take a heap of culling and the pur- 
chase of better bred animals to raise his average of less 
than 300 Ibs. of butterfat. In that decision, and in 
several that followed, all of which cost him consider- 
able money, he proved that his reasoning is essentially 
that of the successful breeder building for the future. 
He knew, too, that in the acquiring of better females 
it was necessary to give unusual attention in the selec- 
tion of a herdsire. After long search and much study, 
he decided on a son of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes. The 
choice lay between two sons of this 
great bull in the old Hollyhock herd, 
and the advice of Herdsman How- 


record performances that 
is almost in a class by 
itself, not only in Illinois, but in the nation. The Tay- 
lor cows are not babied or pampered. They run at 
pasture, even in extremes of weather, and make their 
records largely on home-grown grains. Mr. Taylor has 
two fine helpers in his sons, Howarth (19 years) and 
Stanley (17.years), as well as an unusual herdsman in 
Henry Nieman, who came right down to Hanna City 
with the cows purchased by Mr. Taylor in the Walters 
Dispersal. While Mr. Taylor’s methods in development 
of the herd does not allow for playing favorites with 
certain cows, many members of the herd have made 
from 650 to 764 lbs. of fat, including several of the 
“61st” daughters. One of the daughters of “61st”, 
Glen Eden Zelvern Bess, was sold to Mr. Walters at the 
same time he leased the old bull. At time of purchase 
she had made 13,829 Ibs. of 4% milk at Glen Eden; later 
on Class B test in the Walters Herd she made 20,148 
lbs. milk with 4.1% test, 823-lbs. fat. 

A strong believer in line-breeding, Mr. Taylor kept 
two sons of “61st” for service in his herd, and pur- 
chased Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes Skylark from Mr. Wal- 
ters. ‘Skylark’ was by Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 73rd, 
and from one of the greatest of the Walters foundation 
cows, a 777-lb. fat granddaughter of Creator. His 
use in the Taylor Herd proved so effective that Mr. Wal- 
ters arranged to have him returned to his farm for 
service. While in service at Walters’ he sired several 
of the high-selling Walters Dispersal animals, including 
the great young Pabst Farms herd sire, Sir Ormsby 
Skylark Barbetta, and several of the choicest young 
things purchased by Maytag. The 
daughters of this bull are remark- 
able for producing type and the pro-

The old girl herself passed on a 
few years ago after a long and useful 
life, but she leaves two daughters, 
nine and ten years old, still in the 
herd, each sired by one of the 
“1600-lb.”’ sires. The Governor 
daughter, Femco Lady Pride Piebe, 
has a record of 1,012 lbs. fat, and 
she in turn has a daughter by Sir 
Bessie that is just finishing a two- 
year-old record of about 750 lbs. fat, 
also a very promising young son by 
Sir Bessie. 

The other Lady Pride daughter is 
Femco Aaggie Lady Pride, sired by 
old Governor, and with a long string 
of good records up to 994 Ibs. fat. 
She has several daughters in the 
herd including the highest record 
cow in the herd today, Femco Lady 
Pride Ormsby Piebe, by Count 19th, 
with a record of 1,042 lbs. fat, com- 
pleting the world’s record three-gen- 
eration group. Incidentally, it was 
a daughter of this 1,042-lb. cow by 
Sir Bessie that sold in the Royal 
Brentwood for $2,150, and Femco 
now has two younger full sisters to 
the $2,150 heifer that look like sen- 
sational prospects. 

Two other daughters of Femco 
Aaggie Lady Pride in the herd are 
making history, one recently re- 
ported with 857.8 Ibs. fat as a sen- 
lor three-year-old and the younger 
son, by Sir Bessie, now on test as a 
junior two-year-old with 442 lbs. fat 
in her first 193 days.

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Elmwood Re-Building 


‘“‘What are they doing at Elmwood 
now?’’—that is a questioon I have 
been running into wherever I have 
been in Holstein circles the past few 
months, so on my way to the Wiscon- 
sin State Fair I dropped off for a 
look-see. 

As all the World Family well 
knows, the original Elmwood herd 
was built on the blood of Queen 
Bessie, through her son, King Bessie 
and her two marvelous daughters. 
In the building of the original herd, 
Bob Rasmussen was the spark plug, 
with interested and enthusiastic en- 
couragement of his father and 
mother. After the death of the sen- 
ior Mr. Rasmussen, business called 
Bob to Minneapolis for an extended 
stay and the herd was accordingly 
dispersed, and many a great breed- 
ing establishment took this oppor- 
tunity to secure a foundation of the 
finest Bessie breeding. 

The dispersal of the herd left the 
Rasmussen family in possession of 
the large and fertile farm in the 
Chicago suberbs, where Mrs. George 
Rasmussen makes her home, fully 
equipped with some of the finest 
dairy barns in the country and with 
an excellent milk market available 
but no cows except for the group of 
grand old matrons at nearby Elm 
Farm which had not been included 
in the dispersal. After giving the 
matter considerable thought, Mrs. 
Rasmussen decided to re-build the 
herd in a modest way on the same 
blood lines that proved so successful 
in the original Elmwood herd. 

Marcellus Nagel met me at High- 
land Park and drove me to the farm. 
As we entered the grounds I was 
pleased to see the place spick and 
span as always in the past, the spac- 
ious and attractively landscaped 
grounds well kept‘and the buildings 
in prime condition. The big main 
cattle barn, formerly housing several 
hundred head, now stands empty, 
but the test barn is well filled with 
cattle and the fine lot of babies in 
the calf barn adjoining giving prom- 
ise that it will not be long before at 
least one wing of the main barn will 
be fully occupied. 

Here I was first introduced to the 
senior sire, King Bessie Lyons Sup- 
reme, son of King Bessie from Dell 
Lyons Johanna Korndyke. Just two 
years old in June 1, he is a month 
too old to show in the senior yearling 
class this year and if he could be 
shown as a senior yearling I believe 
he would not suffer too much in com- 
parison with the various All-Ameri- 
ean senior yearling sons of King 
Bessie—Senator, Pride and K. B. K. 
O. He is a bull of marvelous depth 
of body, good. width, and the kind of 
loin that stays right up there during 
a long life. Marcellus led him out 
in the yard for me and I was pleased 
to see that he moved well on a good 

set of legs and posed like a veteran 
of the tanbark. They were expecting 
the photographer the next day and 
as I write this in Minneapolis, I am 
wishing T could see the picture which 
I hope illustrates this story. 

His dam, who will be remembered 
as the dam of the famous Grand 
Duke, is a state champion producer 





with 790.4 lbs. fat in 305 days as a 
junior three-year-old, finishing her 
year with 888.7 lbs. fat with 3.7% 
test and in her day was a blue ribbon 
winner at Waterloo and several state 
fairs.

One of the best of these King Bessie 
daughters is Bessie Ormsby Milford, 
out of old Milford Johanna, now on 
test and credited with 502 lbs. fat 
in her first 157 days, having milked 
up to 120 Ibs. in a day at the start 
of her lactation. She is one of a 
string of 15 head that are now run- 
ning in Class B of Advanced Regis- 
try, with some other excellent rec- 
ords in prospect.

goal they hope to reach mostly py 
breeding and the natural increase 
from their breeding operations. |

First of all, in this article, I want 
to say that New York State Holstein 
breeders have gone over the top ina 
big way with their showing program 
this year. We set out, at the begin- 
ning of the year, to put on the best 
Holstein show ever held at the State 
Fair. Several of our older breeders

and good judges have told me that 
this year’s show was the best ever 
held at Syracuse and I personally 
think their judgement is gcod. 
Practically all of the animals in all 
classes were of good quality, well 
fitted and worthy of a good placing. 
Competition was so keen in many 


classes that the showmen had to be 
on their job every minute or they 
would lose their position. Prem- 
iums were quite well distributed and 
this always helps to make an inter- 
esting show. Paul Misner did a 
swell job in placing the ribbons and 
I am sure every one was well satis- 


fied. 

I shall not attempt to report the 
open classes because a detailed re- 
port, much better than I could give, 
will be found elsewhere in the 
World. I would, however, like to 
say a word about the County Herds. 
There were ten County Herds shown 
and they were all made up of very 
high class animals. The ten herds 
placed in the following order: 
Wayne, Finger Lakes, Cortland, 
Western New York, Onondaga, 
Franklin, Madison, Chenango, 
Oneida and Lewis. 

I want to congratulate these Clubs 
and also each individual exhibitor on 
the fine showing that was made. 
Several other Clubs had planned to 
show but for one reason or another 
were disappointed at the last min- 
ute and did not come out. Bet- 
ter luck to these Clubs next year. 
We regret that only nine moneys 
were offered in the county Herd 
Classes and that Lewis County was 
left without any money for their 
work as a group. Certainly the 
Lewis County Herd was worthy of a 
premium. Would it not show a lot 
of good neighborly Holstein spirit if 
the nine clubs receiving County Herd 
premium money would each send a 
check of six dollars to Lewis County 
Club. This would reduce each pre- 
mium only six dollars and would ap- 
portion the money between all ten 
herds instead of nine. By the way, 
Harold Boshart, R. D. 1 Lowville, 
N. Y. is the President of the Lewis 
County Club. Next year we will try 
to get more money appropriated for 
County Herds. 

In the special D. H. I. A. Groups 
there were eight Holstein entries. 
This class brought out a wonderful 
group of dairy cows that have defin- 
itely proved their ability to produce 
large quantities of milk and butter 
fat as well as being of good type. 
This was an outstanding demonstra- 
tion of the possibility of breeding 
both type and production in the 
same animal. 

The 4-H Holstein show, in my 
opinion, was also about the best 
ever held in Syracuse. ‘We are 
pleased to see this steady improve 
ment in the type and condition of 
the animals in the junior show. 
These youngsters are making some 
of the older showmen and dairymen 
speed up a lot in order to stay in the 
race for first place. This speaks 
well for the work that is being done 
for 4-H and F. F. A. boys and girls 
of New York State. 

Reports from County fairs are also 
very gratifying. Several inclnding 
Cortland, Dutchess, St. Lawrence an 
others report the best Holstein show 
ever held in the county. This is 
certainly encouraging and is very

Recent sales at Rocky Hill Farms, 
Exeter, Calif., reveal the popularity 
of the Rocky Hills herd sire, Mont- 
vic Bonheur Abbekerk, 982.0-lb. fat, 
4.31% son of Montvic Pathfinder.

ber of last year’s Rocky Hill show 
string. Another Monty son went to 
Mr. M. R. Mendes, Visalia, his fourth 
Rocky Hill herd sire, this one out of 
a dam with 681.6 lbs. fat. Mr. John 
O. Wackerman, Turlock, Calif., pur- 
chased a bred heifer by Monty, a 
good one that will be shown in the 
junior division this year at the Cali- 
fornia State Fair. 


Mr. Kermit C. Thronebery, Pixley, 
Calif., selected a young Holstein sire 
by Rocky Hill Fayne Ormsby and out 
of a dam with 706.8 lbs. fat as a 
four-year-old. The sire of this calf 
was twice a blue ribbon winner at 
the California State Fair as a sen- 
ior calf and senior yearling in 1938 
and 1939, and was grand champion 
last year at the Tulare-Kings County 
Fair. Mr. Thronebery is a Future 
Farmer, laying the foundation for a 
herd of his own. 

Rocky Hill Korndyke Climax, a 
young sire that has been on lease for 
the past year to the Millbrae Dairy, 
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Millbrae, Calif., has just béen re- 
turned to go into service at Rocky 
Hill. His first calf heifers are prov- 
ing to be most satisfactory. His dam 
was the leading Honor List Class B 
three-year-old in 1936 with a record 
of 843.5 lbs. fat from 20,039.1 Ibs.

79 HEAD SHOWN AT 
MIDDLETOWN, (Md.) 
Seventy-nine Holsteins were ex- 


hibited before approximately 150 
spectators at the annual Western 
Maryland Holstein Field Day held 


Monday at Zeigler’s Grove, near Mid- 
dletown. Animals were exhibited by 
breeders from both Frederick and 
Washington counties. Judge of the 
show was G. A. Burdick, manager of 
the Lauxmont Farms, Wrightsville, 
Pa. Allen N. Crissey, field man for 
the National Association, and H. C.

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Chile Shipment Completed 


List of Purchases Totalling 450 
Head in Canada and U. 8S. Soon to 
be Shipped — Another Shipment 
Planned for Next year. 


Senors Joaquin Echenique L and 
Eladio Susaeta, representing a co- 
operative association of Chilean 
farmers known as Corporacion de 
Fomento, have completed the pur- 
chase of about 450 pure bred Hol- 
steins in Canada and the United 
States. The buying program has 
been in progress for the past four 
months, and represents one of the 
largest single export operations for 
Holsteins in this history of the indus- 
try. Senor Susaeta previously had 
some acquaintance in North America, 
having purchased animals here on 
several occasions. He bought 10 young 
bulls in the Minn. Holstein Co. dis- 
persal in 1927 for around $6000 and 
his herd was one of the best known 
in Chile. Senor Echenique is the 
president of the cooperative, which 
is a pet project of his. A man of great 
wealth, he is very public spirited, 
maintaining among other benefac- 
tions an agricultural college for the 
training of 60 boys each year. 
He gives much time and money for 
the support of the cooperative, and 
works for it without salary, as does 
Sr. Susaeta. The Chile Government 
is backing the present venture with 
credit to individual members for 
their purchases extending over five 
years. 

At the Minnesota Holstein Com- 
pany auction, it happened that Sr. 
Susaeta sat next to Bob Holtby, who 
was there to purchase May Walker 
Inka Segis, for Senator Hardy, 
which he did at a price of $7100. 
Evidently, the memory lingered, for 
after visiting a few herds and mak- 
ing a few purchases in New York 
State, Senors Echenique and Susaeta 
went on north to Mount Victoria and 
Raymondale. When Mort Butchers, 


of Mount Victoria, suggested that 
they permit Bob Holtby to show 





them what Canadian breeders could 
offer, it called to mind that earlier 
pleasant visit and they immediately 
acted on Mort’s suggestion. Unfor- 
tunately they found Bob away on a 
2-day trip, but Mrs. Holtby was not 
to be stumped when a big export or- 
der was at stake. She immediately 
contacted Bill Murphy of Lindsay— 
and Bill was able to carry on from 
that point. We hope he has not 
overlooked buying Mrs. Holtby a 
mink coat or some other little token 
out of the ordinary—because her 
quick thinking was probably respon- 
sible in large part for the sale of 
about 400 head of Canadian Hol- 
steins under Bill Murphy’s skillful 
guidance. 


The prices paid were for the most 
part not extravagant. They wanted 
bred heifers, of reasonably good 
type, and healthy, from record dams 
and with clean leg and head mark- 
ings. Occasionally they were will- 
ing to step out for a top heifer at a 
fair price also, and they were partic- 
ular about bulls. Most transactions 
were arranged at private sale, but 
they were appreciative buyers at 
both the Canadian National and Roy- 
al Brentwood sales. 

At the Canadian Sale, they secured 
the highest record bull ever offered 
at a Canadian auction—the son of a 
1200-lb. fat cow from R. Ray Mc- 
Laughlin’s Elm Farm. This bull is 
pictured with the principals in can- 
nection with this story. They were 
the largest buyers at the Brentwood 
in point of numbers, buying 20 head 
for a total of $7360. Here they 
bought the top bull, Carnation Para- 
gon, for $1200, and likewise bulls 
offered by Pabst, Femco and J. Wal- 
ter Jones. Their heifer selections 
at the Brentwood came from such 
well known breeding establishments 
as Maytag, Dunloggin, Lauxmont, 
Wimbledon, Hawthorn, Cornell, 
Lashbrook, Baird Brothers, Bell 
Farms and Hays, McCarthy and

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Jones of Canada. Privately, after 
the sale, they purchased from the 
State of Wisconsin their All-Ameri- 
can bull, W IS Royal Kelly. Back 
in Canada they purchased his run- 
ner-up, the Reserve All-American 
senior yearling of 1939, Rightaway 
Creator Pat. By a strange coincidence 
when the Brentwood cattle arrived in 
New York for the boat trip together 
with a part of the Canadian contin- 
gent, the yard attendants, though 
unaware of their identities, tied up 
these two celebrities in adjoining 
stalls for the first meeting they had 
ever had. Judges who saw them to- 
gether stated it would still be a close 
fit between them. 


Another well known sire pur- 
chased was Man-O-War Concentrate, 
who has been on lease from Maytag 
for the past several years in the 
Llenroc herd at Chippawa, Ont. 
This bull has sired the All-American 
bull calves of both 1938 and 1939. 
About ten of his young daughters 
were purchased to go with him. Os- 
borne Sager, St. George, Ont., also 
sold them a full brother of his 
world’s record heifer, Regasborne 
Alice Alcarta, and bulls were pur- 
chased from Douglas Hart, Wood- 
stock, Ont., and Geo. C. Wood, Troy, 
Ont. Also a pair of twin sons of 
Springbank Aristocrat from an 800- 
lb. fat dam from Tom Dent. 


Space wil not permit much individ- 
ual mention of female purchases. 
However, we note that Aaggie Pluto 
Segis, Tom Dolson’s All American 
senior yearling heifer, was in the 
shipment. Also a number of daugh- 
ters of Montvic Pathfinder from the 
Hodgsons of Quebec, and ten daugh- 
ters and granddaughters of Man-0- 
War Dictator from Cedar Dale Stock 
Farm, Orono, Ont. There were 15 
head sired by Hays’ Supreme and his 
sons. Of the six purchased from R. 
Ray McLaughlin, one was from a 
1,000-lb. fat dam. A group of six 
from high record dams were purl- 
chased of Yates Farms, Orchard 
Park, N. Y. Altogether purchases 
were made from 169 Canadian 
breeders, according to a listing sent 
vs by Hugh Colson, editor of the 
Canadian Holstein-Friesian Journal, 
and to whom we are indebted for 
much of the detail of the Canadian 
purchases. 


The purchases are being sent to 
Chile in four boat-load shipments. 
The first shipments have already 
arrived safely at destination and 
have been very well received there. 
In fact, so delighted are they with 
the quality of the animals that we 
understand plans are already being 
developed for a repeat order in 1941.

PR nk assius Way, president of the 
clatio — Veterinary Medical Asso- 
» Speaking at the 50th annual 
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dinner of the New York State Veter- 
inary Medical Society at Rochester, 
last month, made the following com- 
ment on the situation which exists 
in regard to testing for Bang’s dis- 
ease. 

“The breeders of cattle, especially 
those who have interstate trade, are 
especially concerned about two or 
three things concerning Bang’s Dis- 
ease. It is generally conceded that 
a reaction of 1-25 in an approved or 
accredited herd is insignificant. Yet 
several states restrict admission of 
such animals when they accept nega- 
tive animals from herds having a 
considerable percentage of positive 
reactors. 


“A bull calf in an approved herd 
may react at 1-25 in New York State 
and be considered negative, yet ten 
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are now available. 
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miles away he is barred admission 
into Pennsylvania. This just does 
not make sense to the average 
preeder. 


“A gtandard uniform antigen for 
official testing produced in one lab- 
oratory is highly desirable. Breed- 
ers will not accept much longer 
varying results in the testing of 
healthy animals that occasionally 
show a low titre reaction. 


‘‘Many taxpayers believe that eco- 
nomically the test and slaughter 
method is unsound. Many urban tax- 
payers believe that the money might 
better go into airplanes for defense.”

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CENTRAL BREEDING ASSOCIA. 
TION GETS UNDER WAY 


The newly organized Central New 
York Artificial Breeding Association, 
a sort of bull holding company, ger. 
vicing member associations daily 
with refrigerated semen from a bat- 
tery of purebred Holstein and Guerp- 
sey bulls of various degrees of proof, 
had a total cow enrollment the first 
of August of 3,700 cows in six mem. 
ber associations located in Jefferson, 
Cortland, Madison, Onondaga and 
Livingston counties. Associations are 
being formed in seven other counties 
at present and it is expected that 
the Central service will be extended 
to some dozen associations with 
about 10,000 cows by Christmas, As 
this would be about the largest artj- 
ficial breeding project to come to 
our attention, World readers may 
well be intersted in its facilities and 
plan of operation, whether or not 
they favor or ‘‘view with alarm” 
this new school of thought in the 
realm of cattle breeding. 


The Central is an association of 
smaller artificial breeding units, each 
of which employs a full time veter- 
inarian to treat shy breeders and 
impregnate the members’ cows with 
semen sent each day from the Cen- 
tral laboratory over the bull bar 
at Amboy, N. Y., near the Syracuse 
airport. An association must have 
at least 300 cows of one breed to 
be eligible for membership, and t 
has a voice in selecting the sire 
which the Central association pur 
chases for principal use among its 
members. The cost during the first 
year to an individual farmer with 10 
cows to breed during the year # 
$65—a $5.00 membership fee, @ 
service fee of $5.00 per cow (cover 
ing three breedings per cow), anda 
first year fee of $1.00 for each cow 
which the individual member esti- 
mates he will want bred during the 
year. 

Each bull is used every three or 
four days and semen is sent by mail 
each day to the veterinarian in charge 
of each member association. It # 
kept cool by the ingenious device of 
packing the test tube in insulated 
paper between two rubber balloons 
full of ice, and mailing in an iD 
sulated cardboard carton.
